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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 51-65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Independent claims 51, 54, 57 and 60, recite "menu management information 
including information indicating an actual size of each thumbnail picture" which is not 
supported by applicant's specification as originally filed. There is no specific disclosure 
within the originally filed specification of any size information whatsoever. 

Independent claims 51, 54, 57 and 60, recite "wherein if the actual data size of 
one of the thumbnail pictures is less than a size of the one of the object units in which 
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one of the thumbnail pictures is recorded, a remainder portion of the one of the object 
units is recorded with padding data, the remainder portion following the actual data of 
each thumbnail picture" which is not supported by applicant's specification as originally 
filed. 

As indicated above, applicant's originally filed disclosure does not include any 
support for "size" information. 

Further, the specification does not provide support for performing any action as a 
result of a thumbnail picture being less than a size of one of the "object units". The 
object units are disclosed containing only thumbnail pictures. As seen in Fig. 8 and 
page 1 1 , lines 2-1 4), the object unit is entirely made up of the thumbnail picture. 

Finally, the specification does not provide any support for recording a remainder 
portion of the object units as padding data. While the specification indicates that null 
data may be inserted between object units (see Fig. 8 and page 1 1 , lines 2-1 0), there is 
not specific disclosure of inserting the padding data into the object units. There is no 
specific disclosure of the amount of padding data used and certainly nothing relating it 
to the "size" of either the thumbnail pictures or the object units.
